OULD we stand on a high hill and watch in 

( the valley below the progress of a stream, 

we should see its breaks and turns, we 

should see its varying width, we should see clear 

and clouded areas, still and troubled stretches.

has died-away we have turned our heart and life 
toward the new, and laughter and light and love 
beckon to us from tomorrow. 

Can you not look back on the “you” of long 
ago and remember experiences that you thought 
you could not live through and actually be glad 
now for having had them?
